MR.  LOWNDES’  SPEECH 
O.V  THJi  BAXK  QUESTIOX. 

(I'ONCtlllEn.) 

Mr.  LOWXDES  said  that  he  had 
detained  the  committee  very  long  on  to- 
pics which  he  did  not  consider  likely  to 
afl'ect  the  decision  of  any  of  tlie  resolu- 
tions. Rut  he  had  feared  that,  if  the  o- 
pinions  of  the  select  committee,  on  some 
of  these  poi»is,  had  passed  without  ob- 
jcclicn,  they  would  bcconsidered  as  hav- 
ing received  the  sanction  of  the  house. 

He  came  now  to  the  question  which 
he  supposed  should  chielly  engage  the 
attention  of  the  committee — how  far  has 
the  bank  answered  the  gieat  object  of 
its  institution  ? If,  as  a mersnre  of  poli- 
cy, the  dissolution  of  the  charter  would 
be  unwise,  congress  would  not  dissolve 
it,  even  though  such  a penalty  were  just, 
and  such  a proceeding  legal. 

The  great  object  of  government  in 
chartering  the  bank,  was  to  provide  a 
currency  which  sliould  have  that  degree 
of  stability  and  uniformity  in  its  value, 
which  is  required  by  the  interests  both 
of  onr  commerce  and  revenue.  A cur- 
rency equally  valuable  at  every  place 
and  every  time,  cannot  be  provided  by 
human  wisdom.  The  nearest  approach 
to  this  object  has  been  generally  suppo- 
sed to  be  atl’orded  by  the  employment  of 
gold  and  silver  as  the  measures  of  value. 
The  14th  congress  did  not  aim  at  ideal 
perfection  ; they  wished  to  combine  with 
the  conveniences  of  bank  circulation  an 
uniformity  of  value  equal  to  that  which 
was  possessed  liy  the  precious  metals; 
and  the  means  which  they  employed  to 
secure  tiiis  uniformity,  were  simple  and 
efl’cctual,  by  enjoining,  under  a heavy 
penalty,  the  payment  of  all  its  notes  in 
coin,  upon  demand.  In  the  report,  in- 
deed, the  notes  of  the  national  bank  are 
said  to  be  now  “ on  tlie  same  footing 
with  those  of  local  banks.”  Of  the  foot- 
ing on  which  local  bank  notes  stood,  he 
should  speak  hereafter ; but  the  price 
current  upon  his  table  informed  him  that 
the  greatest  discount  on  branch  notes  of 
the  United  States,  was  J of  1 per  cent. — 
This  was  a value  much  more  uniform 
than  that  which  coin  could  be  expected 
10  have  in  so  extensive  a country.  He 
had  been  lately  looking  into  a book  on 
political  ecoeoiny,  which  had  been  pub- 
lished here,  with  high,  and,  in  respect  to 
its  clearness  and  precision,  withjust  com- 
mendations— tlie  work  of  Mr.  Tracy. — 
He  infered  from  one  of  his  chapters, 
that  the  diflerence  of  exchange  between 
Marseilles  and  Paris,  was  often  from  2 
to  3 per  cent.  If,  with  all  the  facilities 
afforded  by  tlie  internal  improvements 
in  which  Prance  is  so  rich — willi  a cur- 
rency consisting  almost  exclusively  of 
gold  and  silver,  the  variation  in  the  va- 
lue of  money  is  three  times  greater  in  her 
territory  than  on  our  continent,  can  it 
be  said  that,  in  this  respect,  the  bank  has 
not  fulfilled  the  objects  of  its  institution  ? 
Before  its  establishment,  the  value  of 
bank  notes,  even  in  the  commercial 
states,  had  varied  20  per  cent,  from  each 
other,  and,  as  none  of  them  bore  a fixed 
proportion  to  the  precious  metals,  or  to 
any  natural  standard,  it  was  impossible 
to  arsign  any  limit  to  their  depreciation. 
You  have  required  that  the  currency 
furnished  by  the  national  bank  should 
be  every  where  convertible  into  silver, 
and  it  is  so.  You  have  expected  that  it 
should  be  as  uniform  as  coin,  and  it  is 
more  so.  He  would  not  detain  ihe  com- 
mittee by  reading  a paper  which  he  had 
prepared  with  that  intention,  containing 
the  state  of  exchange,  since  the  cslab 
lishment  of  the  bank,  with  I'.ngland, 
Prance,  and  Holland  ; for  he  found  him- 
self oacupying  much  more  of  their  time 
than  he  had  expected.  But  he  believed 
that  any  member  who  should  turn  his 
attention  to  the  subject,  would  remark 
its  steadiness  during  that  period.  He 
thought  himself  justified  in  drawing 
from  this  fact  a conclesion  highly  favor- 
able to  the  bank — that  the  whole  amount 
of  its  discounts  had  generally  been  near 
ly  right.  Tlie  distribution  of  those  dis- 
counts lie  liad  adiriitted  to  be  wrong.  It 
was  the  total  amount  of  discounts  which 
a spirit  of  eager  and  intcmpcraic  spccu- 
ation  would  be  most  apt  lo  enlarge.  It 
was  the  total  amount  ef  discounts  which 
a just  regard  to  the  stability  of  onr  mo- 
ney made  it  most  important  to  restrain. 

The  correspondence  of  the  bank  with 
the  western  brandies  had  been  adverted 
to  in  the  report  of  the  coniniiute.  Mr. 
L.  thought  it  illuslraled  the  general 
view  s which  lie  had  submitted  of  the  sub- 
ject. He  read  the  .itii  and  6th  rules  ])re- 
scribed  for  the  government  of  a wester;) 
olTice,  (documents,  p.  29,)  to  shew  that 
the  orders  of  the  iiarent  board  were  suf- 
ficiently energetic.  The  method  of  se- 
curing their  execution  by  orders  direct- 
ly issued  to  tlie  casiiicr,  shewed  no  want 
of  decision.  But  the  systen  which  en- 
couraged the  board  to  extend  its  dis- 
counts by  paying  its  bills  in  i!ie  Atlan- 
tic cities,  and  tlicn  aimed  at  reducing 
them  by  orders  from  the  motlier  bank, 
was  radically  wrong. 

To  do  justice  to  the  conduct  of  the 
bank,  and  fairly  to  estimate  its  services 
in  mainuiining  specie  payments,  it  w’as 
proper  to  consider  the  peculiar  difficiil- 
lits  of  the  ti;iic.  He  would  not  enter  in- 


to the  enquiry  how  far  the  payment  of  a 
I large  public  debt  must  add,  in  every 
t country,  lo  the  difficulties  of  banks  of 
circulation;  but,  confining  himself  to 
the  payment  of  about  five  millions  of  the 
Louisiana  debt  in  one  year,  he  would 
ask  whether  a remittance  of  this  amount 
to  foreign  creditors  must  not  press  hea- 
vily upon  the  rescourccs  of  a national 
bank!  Its  arrangements,  indeed,  had 
been  such  as  to  relieve  the  country  from 
much  of  the  embarrassment  which  might 
have  been  anticipated  ; such  as  to  illus- 
trate very  strikingly  the  advantage  which 
a national  bank  may  produce  in  the  man- 
ement  of  exchanges.  By  becoming 
the  agent  for  tlie  remittance  of  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  tlie  debt,  it  has  been  able 
to  conduct,  witliontniuch  inconvenience, 
an  operation  which  might  have  other- 
wise produced  a pressure  upon  the 
whole  banking  interest  of  the  country. 
\mong  the  difficulties  of  maintaining 
specie  payments,  the  extraordinary  ex- 
tension of  our  trade  to  the  Last  Indies 
could  not  be  overlooked  ; and  the;  de- 
mand for  the  precious  metals  in  Eu- 
rope, which  resulted  from  the  attempt 
by  so  many  nations  which,  during  their 
late  wars,  had  used  only  paper,  to  recov- 
er a specie  circulation,  was  felt  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  Amanglhe  effectsof 
paper  money,  that  of  its  making  the  va- 
lue of  the  metals  more  variable,  even  in 
countries  which  do  not  use  it,  must  be 
obvious  to  the  committee.  The  employ- 
ment of  paper  in  any  country,  causes  its 
specie  to  be  exported,  and,  adding  to  the 
supply  of  that  article  in  loreign  states, 
reduces  its  value  there.  The  restora- 
tion of  a specie  currency,  by  opening  a 
new  demand  for  the  article  from  other 
countries,  enhances  its  value  there. — 
Such  is  the  process  which  is  now  going 
on  in  many  pans  of  Europe.  The  dim- 
inution in  the  supply  from  the  South  A- 
meiican  mines,  will  be  considered  as  ex- 
erting a less  questionable  influence  on 
our  stock  of  the  precious  metals.  !i 
w'as  in  opposition  to  all  these  difficul- 
ties— in  defiance  of  the  discontent  which 
contracted  discounts  must  have  been  ex- 
pected to  produce  among  its  debtors, 
and  a reduced  dividend  amongst  its 
stockholders,  that  the  bank  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  performed  its  great  duty— 
that  of  maintaining  specie  payments 
throughout  the  whole  extent  of  this 
conntry. 

The  safe  keeping  of  the  public  depo- 
sits, which  implies  their  prompt  pay- 
ment in  specie  upon  demand,  must  ap- 
pear particularly  important  to  a govern- 
ment whose  losses  have  hitherto  been  so 
heavy  as  ours,  from  the  w'ant  of  thispro- 
vision.  Even  now,  after  the  immense  a- 
mount  of  paper  wliich  had  been  assumed 
by  the  national  bank,  there  remained, 
he  believed,  more  than  gS00,000  of 
bank  paper  belonging  to  the  govern- 
ment, of  whicli  it  had  lost  the  use  from 
the  w'ar  to  tliis  time;  of  some  of  which 
he  was  very  certain  that  it  would  lose  e- 
ven  the  principal. 

The  bank  is  admitted  to  have  fulfill- 
ed the  duly  of  transnutting  the  public 
money,  witliout  charge,  wlicrever  it 
might  be  required.  He  believed  that 
the  answer  ,o  the  resolution  of  his  friend 
from  Virginia,  (directing  an  account  of 
the  money  so  transmitted,)  had  not  beci 
received,  and  he  was  sure  that,  wnen  re- 
ceived, it  must  be  imperfect  and  unsat 
isfactory.  Tlie  account  must  represent 
each  office  as  receiving  the  amount  lodg- 
ed there,  whether  in  its  own  bills  or  any 
other ; and,  in  practice  a large  propor- 
tion of  the  bills  which  are  paid  where 
exchange  is  most  favorable,  will  be  those 
of  the  states  whose  exchange  is  most 
unfavorable.  For  example,  a large  pro 
portion  of  the  revenue  accruing  in  Bos- 
ton, will  be  paid  in  the  notes  of  Ohio. — 
That  the  transmission  of  money  on  ac 
count  of  the  government,  must  be  true, 
unless  the  expenditure  of  the  country  in 
each  little  district,  be  supposed  to  be 
ncariy  etpial  to  the  revenue  collected 
there.  But  the  revenue  and  expendij. 
turc  may  be  exactly  equal — let  us  sup- 
pose that  to  be  the  case  in  Boston — and 
yet  the  bank  may  liave  to  transmit  for 
the  government  the  whole  amount  of 
such  expenditure — that  is,  it  may  receive 
upon  the  supposition  which  has  been 
made,  the  money  of  Oliio,  and  pay  to 
the  government  Boston  money.  But, 
although  the  advantage  was  very  con- 
siderable in  peace,  it  was,  by  consider- 
ing iis  ell'eci  in  wa:-,  only  that  we  could 
estimate  its  real  magnitude. 

If  tlie  direct’  duties  which  the  bank 
owes  lo  the  government  iiave  been  ful- 
filled, lie  would  enquire  liow  far  the  in- 
stitiilion  had  furnislied  those  accommo- 
dations to  public  debtors,  « hich  had  pro- 
bably been  c;ipcctcd  from  it  ? These  ac- 
commodations were  of  two  kinds — by  its 
loans,  and  by  the  general  circulation  of 
its  )vaper. 

Tnerc  are  two  sentences  in  the  report, 
which  seem  to  iiiiimate  that  the  loans  to 
public  dcbiois,  by  the  bank  of  the  Uni- 
ted Stales,  have  been  inadequate  to  their 
just  expectations.  The  report  repre- 
sents the  northern  offices  as  compelled 
“ lo  deny  to  the  debtors  of  the  govcni- 
luent  any  indulgence  or  accommodation 
in  their  paymetits;”  and  in  another  page 
it  stales  that  “ it  decs  not  appear  that  the 
notes  of  those  who  had  revenue  bonds 
to  pay,  Itave  at  any  time  been  discount- 


ed extcnsi<cly.”  He  considered  tbisi 
quite  as  a minor  subject  of  attention  ; — 
but  he  would  state  the  evidence  as  it  had 
apqjcarcd  to  his  investigation. 

fn  tire  very  commencemciit  of  the  op- 
erations of  the  bank  (on  the  3d  of  Jami- 
ry,  1817)  the  board  resolved  that  notes 
for  those  who  had  revenue  bonds  to  pay, 
should  be  discounted,  and  might  be  paid 
in  the  paper  of  other  banks,  while  of  the 
small  amount  of  the  notes  discounted 
the  wliole  were  to  be  paid  exclusively  in 
specie.  On  the  9lh  of  January,  a reso- 
lution authorized  the  offices  to  discount 
notes  for  revenue  bonds,  at  a^me  when 
they  had  not  commenced  any  other  bu- 
siness. On  the  4th  April,  1817,  when 
the  board  was  obliged  to  limit  its  dis- 
counts every  where,  it  directed  a prefer- 
ence to  be  given  to  custom  liouse  bonds. 
Thus  we  had  proof  that  in  the  first  bu- 
siness of  the  bank,  a prc.feiencc  had 
keen  given  to  the  notes  of  government 
debtors,  that  the  preference  continued 
when  circumstances  required  a general 
limitation  of  discounts;  and  if  this  was 
the  case  when  the  bank  was  straitened, 
it  would  be  extraordinary  indeed  that  it 
should  be  less  liberal  at  other  times.  Nor 
did  he  know  any  thing  to  countenance 
the  opinion  that  it  was  so. 

Perhaps  we  might  infer  sometlting  as  to 
the  disposition  of  the  bank  to  extend  its 
accommodations  to  tlie  public  from  the 
order  in  which  its  first  loans  had  been 
made.  It  was  then  that  it  must  have 
been  most  penurious  and  reluctant  in 
its  discounts.  Its  first  lean  made  be- 
fore January,  1817,  was  one  of  500,000 
dollars  to  the  government.  In  Pliila- 
delphiait  loaned  in  January,  1817,  182,- 
642  dollars  to  stockholders,  and  its  next 
loans  were  293,502  dollars  to  those  who 
were  indebted  on  custom  house  bonds. 
Indeed,  he  remembered  no  evidence  of  a 
discount  being  at  any  time  refused  on  the 
notes  of  custom  house  debtors.  And 
Major  Butler’s  testimony,  of  which  he 
had  already  spoken,  had  not  been  im- 
pugned by  that  of  any  other  witnesses. 
The  committee  would  recollect  the  state- 
ment, “ that  he  had  never  known  any 
good  paper  refused  on  account  of  the 
amount  of  stock  notes  offered.” 

The  committee  probably  remember- 
ed a sentence  in  the  letter  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  which  he  would 
'read  before  he  dismissed  the  subject. — 
The  bank  has  promptly  trans.nitted 
‘ the  pulilic  money  wherever  and  when- 
‘ ever  it  has  been  required  to  perform 
< that  service.  It  is  presumed  that  the 
‘ facili'ies  expected  from  it  in  the  col- 
• lection  of  duties  have  been  furnished, 

‘ as  no  Information  has  been  received  at 
‘ this  department,  stating  that  such  facil- 
‘ ities  have  been  withheld.” 

Such  wasllie  evidence  “as  to  the  indul- 
gence or  accommodation  to  the  debtors 
of  the  government”  by  the  bank,  or  such 
it  aj)peared  to  him  to  be — of  evidence 
wbicli  might  lead  to  a difterent  conclu- 
sion, he  knew  none. 

But  the  more  itr.portant  accommoda- 
tion to  public  debtors,  which  was  ex- 
pected from  tlie  natioaal  bank,  consisted 
certainly  rather  in  its  supplying  a cur- 
rency which  the  government  engaged 
every  where  lo  receive,  than  in  loans  to 
which,  under  common  circumstances 
the  state  banks  were  quite  adequate. — 
r had  this  duty  of  supplying  a nation- 
al ctirrency  been  performed  ? Of  the 
inequality  in  the  value  of  the  national 
hank  notes,  he  had  already  spoken,  and 
he  hoped  that  he  had  satisfied  tlie  com- 
mittee, that  it  had  been  less  than  had 
been  expected  at  its  inslitittion.  He  bad 
not  heard  the  entire  amount  of  notes 
thrown  into  circulation  represented  as 
deficient.  Their  distribution  he  had  ad- 
mitted to  be  bad,  and  had  endeavored  to 
explain  the  principal  cause  of  its  being 
so.  But  the  loudest  complaints  against 
the  bank  on  account  of  a deficiency  of 
its  notes,  were  from  the  stales  In  which 
the  most  disproportionate  and  excessive 
issues  had  been  made.  He  read  a par- 
agraph from  the  report  of  a committee 
of  the  house  of  representatives  of  Ohio, 
in  which  they  characterize  the  proceed- 
ings of  tlie  bank  in  requiring  that  pay 
ments  should  be  made  in  its  own  notes, 
as  little  better  “than  insulting  mockery.” 
It  might  seem  that  whsrever  bank  notes 
which  the  government  engaged  to  receive 
in  taxes  might  be  issued,  they  would  be 
carried  to  any  part  of  the  conntry  in 
which  they  were  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  public  debts.  The  foreign  mer- 
chandize which  is  landed  in  New  York 
or  New  Orleans  is  conveyed  wherever 
there  is  a demand  for  it.  And  the  cre- 
dit of  produce  which  enabled  any  sec- 
tion of  the  country  to  obtain  foreign 
merchandize  would  be  quite  as  effec- 
tual to  procure  bank  notes  or  specie. — 
But  it  was  not  necessary  that  Ohio, 
which  perhaps  complained  most  of  the 
want  of  national  bank  notes  in  its  circu- 
lation, should  have  im|)orted  them  from 
other  states.  In  Kentucky  and  Ohio  in- 
dividuals had  discounts  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding five  millions  of  dollars — they 
had  received  this  amount  in  bank  notes 
or  in  cix'dits  equivalent  to  notes,  and  for 
which  notes  might  have  been  obuiiicd  ; 
but  they  had  them  no  longer.  The 
complaint  then  was  this;  not  that  the 
bank  bad  not  furnished  a suffi.  lent  cir- 
culating medium  to  Kentucky  and  Ohio, 
but  that  it  had  not  remained  there;  could 


the  bank  have  prevented  its  remittance 
to  other  states  ? Tlie  stales  to  which 
its  discounts  had  been  largest,  had  cho- 
sen t»  employ  them  in  the  payment  of 
former  debts,  or  the  purchase  of  mer- 
chandize. He  believed  that  there  was 
a fund  of  jttsticc  in  the  people  of  this 
country,  wliich  would  not  allow  them  to 
consider  the  hank  as  responsible  for  the 
niischiefs  which  an  improvident  use  of 
its  discounts  may  have  produced. 

Of  other  advantages  furnished  to  the 
government  by  the  bank,  he  would  not 
speak — some  of  them  viere  great,  and 
he  supposed  undisputed.  Of  these,  tlie 
bonus  of  a million  and  a half,  was  not  the 
i»ost  considerable,  and  yet  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  might  be  ex- 
pected to  hesitate  before  tliey  tlirew  a- 
way  even  a million  and  a half.  The  ob- 
ligation to  transact  all  tlie  business  of 
the  loan  office  without  charge,  and  the 
facilities  which  the  bank  must  afford  in 
all  future  loans,  he  considered  as  yet 
greater  advantages. 

We  have  seen  Jiow  far  the  great  du- 
ties of  the  bank  have  lieen  fulfilled,  and 
its  expected  advantages  realized.  But 
every  question  like  that  before  the  com- 
mittee (so  far  as  it  was  a question  of  po- 
licy, not  of  justice  or  law)  was  in  a great 
measure  a comparative  one.  We  had 
seen  and  knew  what  was  the  condition  of 
the  currency,  and  what  the  security  for 
the  operations  of  the  treasury  with  the 
bank  of  the  United  States.  What  would 
be  its  condition  without  the  bank,  was  a 
fair  subject  of  enquiry  and  comparison  ; 
and,  a prudent  man  would  consider  even 
the  doubt  which  must  prevail  as  to  the 
currency  which  sliould  be  established, 
as  iu  itself  a very  strong  objection  lo  tlie 
destruction  of  the  bank.  Wliat  would 
our  currency  be  ? Would  it  be  exclu- 
sively specie  ? Would  it  be  slate  bank 
notes  or  government  paper  ? 

He  did  not  think  (although  perhaps 
the  highest  authority  on  matters  of  this 
kind  was  in  favor  of  the  oi-inion)  that 
the  employment  of  paper  rather  than 
coin,  was  sufficiently  recommended  by 
its  economy,  as  the  substitution  of  a cheap 
instrument  of  trade  for  an  expensive  one. 
If  there  were  no  other  inducement  for 
the  use  of  paper,  it  would  resemble  the 
economy  which  should  substitute  wood- 
en warehouses  for  stone  ones.  Without 
entering  into  an  cnc[uiry  into  the  advan- 
tages or  defects  of  a specie  circulation, 
he  would  confess  that  his  apprehensions 
would  be  much  less  than  they  were,  if 
he  could  suppose  that  the  metals  would 
form  the  only  currency  of  the  country — 
that  the  government  could  ami  would 
exact  gold  and  silver  in  the  payment  of 
all  its  debts.  But  he  would  not  waste 
the  time  of  the  committee  in  speaking  of 
an  expectation,  which  every  man  who 
heard  him,  believed  to  be  visionary. 

In  destroying  the  bank  of  the  United 
States  then,  we  must  do  it,  because  wc 
prefer  the  currency  which  will  be  af- 
forded either  by  the  notes  of  local  banks 
or  by  govcrnnient  paper.  It  was  not 
fair  indeed  lo  address  this  argument  to 
gentlemen  who  bclived  that  they  were 
bound  by  tlie  constitution  to  destroy  tliis 
institution.  His  friend  from  Virginia 
had  properly  abslaitied  froiii  the  discus- 
sion of  the  constiuiiiunal  question,  al- 
though he  seemed  to  expect  it  from  the 
opposersof  the  resolution.  Mr.  L.  would 
follow  in  this  insUincc  his  example,  not 
his  advice. 

What  were  the  inducements  to  pre 
fer,  in  the  receipt  of  taxes,  the  notes  of 
local  banks  ? A gentlemen  from  ^’irgin- 
ia,(Mr.  Pindall)  had  supposed  that  with 
out  a national  bank,  the  state  institutions 
in  their  own  time  and  manner  would  all 
have  returned  lo  specie  payments  ; that 
the  legislature  of  every  separate  state 
would  sonic  time  or  another  have  made 
them  do  so.  Mr.  L.  had  no  faith  in  this 
security,  and  he  was  sure  that  it  would 
be  vain  to  eiuiuire  I'pr  evidence  of  it.- 
What  he  would  have  done  under  cir- 
cumstances of  great  difliculty,  he  would 
not  say;  but  he  woidd  shew  wluit  one  of 
them  was  doing  or  was  likely  to  do  now. 
He  meant  again  to  refer  lolhe  report  of 
a committee  of  the  house  of  repicseiita 
lives  of  Ohio;  he  did  so  with  all  proper 
deference,  and  without  objection  or  com 
plaint.  Notliing  was  more  fair  than  that 
the  state  of  Ohio  should  receive  in  p.ay- 
ments  of  its  taxes  and  debts  whatever 
money  it  iircfcrred  ; but  when  it  was  ar- 
gued that  the  United  Slates  might  safe 
ly  trust  the  regulation  of  tlicir  currency 
(the  framers  of  the  constitution  by  the 
bye  had  not  thought  so)  to  the  regula- 
tion of  the  stale  legislatures,  it  became 
necessary  to  cnquii’u  what  was  the  cur- 
rency with  which  those  legislatures 
would  be  satisfied.  The  report  to  which 
he  had  alluded,  noiifiod  without  disap- 
probation, the  suspension  of  specie  pay- 
ments by  the  banks  of  the  state  ; repro- 
bated tlie  conduct  of  the  national  bank 
in  refusing  to  receive  their  bills  in  pay- 
ments ; and  declared  that  they  tormed 
“ a solid  currenry”  “ for  the  purposes  of 
internal  commerce.”  No  proposal  could 
bo  expected,  and  he  believed  none  was 
made  for  a change  in  the  solid  currency 
which  was  so  satisfactory  to  the  state. — 
But,  did  the  interests  or  duty  of  the  go- 
vernment of  the  United  States,  permit 
that  this  currency  should  be  received  by 
it  ? Some  dissatisfaction  was  ix;y-essecl 
because  the  branch  notes  cf  tlie  United 


States  bank  were  at  a discount  of  J of 
one  per  cent.  He  read  from  a price 
current  the  state  of  the  market  for  bank 
notes ; by  which  it  appeared,  that  notes 
which  were  insisted  to  be  in  very  good 
credit,  varied  from  a discount  of  2J,  to 
one  of  7,  15,  25,  and  even  30  per  cent. 
Was  oar  revenue  to  bei'cceivcctin  these 
notes  ? How  were  they  to  be  employed? 
They  might  be  expended  in  the  district 
in  which  they  were  issued.  But  was  the 
expcjiditure  of  every  district  to  be  ex- 
actly limited  to  its  revenue  ? What  be- 
came of  the  union  if  it  were  so  ? He 
spoke  of  tlie  thing,  and  not  the  name. 
Our  union  might  dissolve  in  imbecility, 
as  well  as  be  destroyed  by  violence.  Did 
not  union  imply,  that  the  resources  of 
one  state,  its  money  as  well  as  its  men, 
might  be  employed  for  the  defence  of 
another  ? To  authorize  the  general  go- 
vernment to  levy  a revenue  from  every 
part  of  the  country,  and  to  expend  it  on- 
ly where  it  was  levied,  would  be  as  wise 
a provision  as  that  of  empowering  the 
president  to  call  out  the  militia,  with  a 
condition  that  each  man  should  fight  on- 
ly upon  his  own  farm.  The  conimittco 
were  aware  that  the  money  which  the 
government  received  in  the  western 
states,  was  principally  the  produce  of  its 
sale  of  public  land.  It  was  the  fund 
which  had  been  assigned  to  the  govern- 
ment, and  pledged  for  the  payment  of 
the  public  debt.  This  debt  was  due  al- 
most exclusively  in  the  Atlantic  states, 
and  in  Europe.  Out  creditors  would 
nut  certainly  receive  western  paper.— 
To  say  that  it  should  be  received  by  tlie 
government,  was  to  say  that  the  fund 
should  be  diverted  from  the  great  ob- 
ject for  which  it  had  been  established. 

Blit,  if  the  government  were  'willing  to 
bear  the  loss  of  a depreciated  and  une- 
qual currency,  it  must  neglect  the  plain- 
est principle  of  the  constitution  in  doing 
so— equality  of  taxation.  The  commit- 
tee must  well  remember,  that,  before 
the  establishment  of  a national  bank, 
such  was  the  unequal  value  of  money  in 
the  dilTerenl  slates,  that  the  merchants 
paid  duties  varying  15  per  cent  Trom 
each  other,  on  the  same  articles.  The 
merchant  on  one  side  of  the  Chtsappgkc 
bay,  was  forced  either  to  submit  to  hea- 
vy loss  or  to  enter  his  goods  on  the'cWi-  ' 
er  side,  where  he  did  not  expect  them 
to  be  consumed.  Thus  was  a constant 
encouragement  lield  out  to  depreciation 
by  the  government  itself.  The  worse 
ilte  paper  in  which  the  government  debt 
was  paid,  the  stronger  the  temptation  to 
the  business  of  importation  in  the  place 
in  which  the  duties  were  thus  reduced. 

Was  the  issue  of  government  paper  a 
measure  lo  which  wc  ought  willingly  to 
resort  ? Mr.  E.  would  not  indiscrimi- 
nately reprobate  all  issues  of  this  kind. 
Other  nations,  as  well  as  onr  own,  had 
resorted  to  them,  and  the  emergency 
had  justified  the  act.  He  might  acqui- 
esce in  paper  money  from  necessity  ; — 
he  would  not  adopt  it  from  choice.  That 
the  destructicn  of  the  bank  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  establislinient  of  paper  mo- 
ney, he  firmly  believed — he  might  al- 
most say,  be  knew.  It  was  an  extremi- 
ty from  which  the  house  would  recoil,  if 
it  were  now  proposed  ; but  if  the  resolu- 
tion upon  the  table  were  passed, at  would 
very  soon  be  proposed.  The  subject 
was  too  large  for  incidental  discussion. 
Gentlemen  thought  that  the  amount  of 
government  paper  might  be  limited  and 
depreciation  prevented  by  the  rate  of  in- 
terest which  should  be  exacted.  Inade- 
quate everywhere,  the  security  was  par- 
ticularly ineffectual  in  the  United  States. 
Both  the  natural  and  legal  rate  of  inter- 
est were  different  in  the  different  states. 
Tl>e  state  in  which  the  actual  rate  of  in- 
terest was  highest,  would  borrow  the 
largest  amount  of  government  paper,  in 
proportion  to  its  business.  From  it, 
this  paper  must  flow  upon  the  other 
states,  and  adding  to  their  quantity  of  an 
article  for  which  there  was  no  foreign 
use,  its  depreciation  must  be  infallible. 
He  had  not  time  further  to  dcvelopethe 
argument,  but  he  h usted  it  to  the  reflec- 
tion of  every  man  who  would  turn  his 
attention  to  the  subject. 

Mr.  L.  would  dismiss  this  topic  with 
one  more  remark.  The  inequalities 
and  inconveniences  of  bank  paper  would 
not  be  removed  by  government  paper. 
The  local  banks  would  discount  on  go- 
vernment paper  as  they  profess  to  dis- 
count on  specie ; and  the  proportion  be- 
tween the  government  paper  as  they 
profess  to  discount  on  specie ; and  the 
proportion  between  the  government  pa- 
per and  the  bank  notes  which  would  be 
considered  as  representing  it,  might  bo 
as  unequal  as  it  now  is,  between  those 
notes  and  specie. 

Such  were  some  of  the  permanent  e-l 
vils  which  the  destruction  of  the  bank 
might  be  expected  to  produce.  Upon 
temporary  evils  and  individual  losscss, 
although  he  could  not  look  upon  them 
with  inditt’crcnce,  he  would  not  enlarge. 
Let  not  gentlemen  delude  themselves 
with  the  hope  that  if  the  institution  were 
Icstroycd,  its  afi'airs  would  be  gradually 
wound  up  ; that  the  convenience  of  the 
debtor,  and  not  the  interest  of  the  stock- 
loldcr,  would  determine  the  extent  of 
the  indulgence  that  should  be  granted 
to  him.  In  the  scarcity  of  money  which 
would  follow  the  destruction  of  the  bank, 
property  migiil  be  expected  to  fall  15 


or  20  per  cent.— or  in  other  words,  mo- 
ney to  rise  in  the  same  proportion.  In 
whatever  property  the  capitalist  who 
was  turned  out  of  the  national  bank, 
should  choose  to  invest  his  money,  to 
consent  to  a delay  in  its  collection  and 
investment,  would  be  to  add  a new  and 
certain  loss  to  those  with  whom  he  had 
been  before  aflicted.  Indulgence  would 
be  given  where  it  was  necessary  to  secure 
the  debt — not  where  it  was  necessary  to 
save  the  debtor. 

He  confessed  that  he  did  not  under- 
stand the  views  of  those  who  were  anx- 
ious that  the  branches  of  the  United 
States’  bankshould  be  immediately  with- 
drawn from  Kentucky  and  Ohio.  Was 
it  meant  that  they  should  not  continue  to 
lend  ? If  these  statesowed  five  orsixmil- 
lions  to  the  bank,  there  was  but  one 
mode  by  which  their  justice  would  al- 
low them  to  wish  that  such  loans  should 
be  discontinued — by  their  payment. 

But  when  luuld  five  millions  be  paid  by 
them  ? He  would  answer  for  it,  that 
the  directors  would  be  willing  to  reduce 
their  discounts,  and  withdraw  their  funds 
from  the  western  states,  much  more 
quickly  than  it  would  be  possible  for' 
their  debtors  to  enable  them  to  adopt 
that  process. 

Mr.  Lowndes  said  that  he  deceived 
himself,  if  he  had  not  proved  that  the 
great  objects  proposed  in  the  establish 
ment  of  the  national  bank,  had  been  ful 
filled.  But  if  he  w ere  wrong,  if  it  had 
disappointed  the  just  expectations  of 
the  country,  an  enlightened  legislature 
would  enquire  whether  there  were  no  re 
medy  short  of  its  destruction.  The 
charter  had  given  to  the  government 
powerful  means  for  restraining  the  er- 
rors and  controlling  the  power  of  the 
bank.  The  appointment  of  five  directors 
the  withholding  public  deposits,  the  re- 
fusal to  receive  its  notes  in  payment  of 
taxes,  an  examination  into  the  whole 
conduct  and  real  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion ; these  gave  us  a command,  which, 
while  it  was  fairly  and  moderately  em- 
ployj;d,  could  not  be  disregarded  or  re- 
sisted. Would  it  Le  wise  to  destroy  a 
constitution,  because  you  disapproved 
of  its  first  administration  ? Would  you 
even  break  up  a machine,  because  in  its 
first  experiment  there  hatl  been  some 
mismanagement  ? On  this  part  of  the 
subject,  he  had  the  rare  advantage  of 
supporting  his  opinions  by  those  of  the 
select  committee.  The  commiuee  say, 
that“  to  correct  the  many  evils  and  mis- 
chiefs they  have  depicted,”  “ the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  has  full  power  to  ap 
ply  a prompt  and  adequate  remedy 
whenever  the  situation  of  the  bank  shall 
require  it.”  They  had  before  observed 
that  the  root  and  source  of  all  the  in- 
stances of  misconduct  was  the  illegal 
reprehensible  division  of  the  stock.” — 
“ In  the  opinion  of  the  commiuee,  it  is 
the  greatest  evil  in  all  the  system,  and 
is  the  origin  of  all  the  others.”  “ It  re 
quires  a corrective.”  And  the  commit- 
tee have  proposed  a bill  which  they  con 
sider  as  adequate  to  its  correction.  Can 
it  be,  when  “ the  greatest  evil^nd  the  or 
igin  of  all  others,”  is  one  which  it  is  not 
only  so  practicable,  but  so  easy  to  cor 
rect,  that  we  shall  destroy  where  we 
might  cure  ? 

He  should  say  but  a few  words  as  to 
the  present  condition  of  the  bank,  and 
the  character  and  safety  of  its  debts. — 
The  views  which  could  be  taken  of  such 
a subject,  must  certainly  be  very  gene 
ral  ones.  He  did  not  mean  to  speak  of 
the  safety  of  the  holders  of  bank  notes 
That  would  be  perfect,  if  half  tlie  debts 
of  the  institution  were  bad.  But  he  did 
not  believe  liiat  any  of  the  errors  impu 
ted  to  the  bank  had  impaired  or  endan 
gered  its  capital.  The  notes  secured  by 
a pledge  of  stock  had  been  most  object- 
ed to.  So  far  as  the  stock  was  pledged 
at  par,  it  was  evident  that  the  security 
was  jjerfect — if  not  in  ail  the  cases  for 
the  prompt,  yet  in  all  foi  the  eventual 
payment  of  the  notes.  For  information 
on  the  subject  of  those  notes  and  their  sc 
curity,  he  referred  to  table  42,  among 
the  documents  which  had  been  publish- 
ed. 

The  whole  value  of  the  stock,  as  the 
security,  esiimatcd  at  par,  exceeded  the 
whole  amount  of  the  loans  which  it  was 
pledged  to  secure  by  upwards  of  &1, 
898,000.  But  there  were  particular 
loans  which  exceeded  the  value  of  the 
stock  pledged  to  secure  them  (if  that 
stock  were  estimated  at  par)  by  450, 
273  dollars.  This  then  was  the  whole 
amount  of  stock  loans  which  exposed 
the  capital  of  the  bank  to  any  hazvd. — 
(The  stockholder  who  owed  the  par  va- 
lue of  his  stock  was  equally  debtor  and 
creditor  of  the  institution — the  opposite 
quaiiiivs  neutralized  each  other.)  It 
was  to  these  450,000  dollars,  that  the 
enquiry  applied — was  the  personal  secu- 
rity given  for  that  amount  sufficient  ? — 
The  reportstated  “ that  the  provision  re- 
quiring an  endorser  for  the  excess  above 
the  par  value,  was  in  many  instances  ef- 
fectually evaded  by  seme  of  the  largest 
borrowers  becoming  endorsers  for  each 
other.”  How  far  the  endorsers  were 
responsible  men,  he  did  not  know.  This 
mutual  endorsement  was  one  of  the  evils 
which  the  practice  <)f  lending  upon  stock 
tended  to  remove.  But  wlicn  it  was  con- 
sidered that  the  whole  amount  of  stock 
loans,  for  the  safety  of  which  personal 
security  could  be  at  all  necessary,  was 
in  Philadelphia  g 173,450,  and  in  Balti- 
more S'^7 6,823,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  might  be  a very  free  exchange  of 
names  in  those  cities,  and  these  incoi> 
siderable  amounts  bo  yet  effectually  se- 
cured. F!c  thought  it  not  unlikely  that 
the  committee  had  fallen  into  the  error 
of  comparing  the  personal  security  not 
with  the  moderate  sum  to  which  it  was 
applicable,  (the  excess  of  the  loan  above 
the  par  value  of  the  slock,)  but  with  the 
large  sum,  for  which  there  was  another 
and  an  adequate  security,  (that  of  the 
stock.) 

if  Uie  loans  on  stock  \n  re  consl-Jered 


safe,  the  only  class  of  debts  which  the 
committee,  from  any  information  before 
them,  had  reason  to  suppose  exposed  to 
risk,  (and  they  had  that  reason  only  from 
their  magnitude,)  was  that  of  the  debts 
due  in  the  western  states.  He  had  sub- 
mitted that  some  years  must  pass  before 
the  greater  part  of  these  could  be  paid. 
But  although  the  circumstances  of  those 
states  made  it  likely  that  tliey  could  not 
be  promptly  paid,  he  saw  no  reason  to 
believe  that  they  might  not  be  paid  e- 
vcntiially.  In  the  meantime,  they  might 
by  considered  as  diminishing  the  active 
capital  of  the  bank.  It  is,  however,  by 
no  means  true,  (where  the  condition  of 
the  country  or  the  charter  of  a bank  pre- 
vents it  from  owning  funded  stock,)  that 
long  loans  to  individuals  may  not  proper- 
ly be  mailc— hut  he  was  afraid  to  engage 
in  this  digression. 

He  had  as  yet  said  nothing  as  to  the 
violation  of  the  charter.  It  was,  indeed, 
in  his  view  of  the  matter,  a subject  of  no 
great  importance  to  determine  whether 
a legal  and  technical  violation  had  been 
committed.  If  the  public  interest  re 
qiiircd  that  the  institution  should  be  pre- 
served, the  legislature  would  preserve, 
for  the  same  reasons  for  which  they  had 
established  it.  The  (|uesiion  of  law, 
would  be  much  better  discussed  by  those 
who  were  acquainted  with  its  intricacies, 
and  he  had  detained  the  committee  so 
long  upon  the  other  branches  of  the  ar- 
gument, that  he  would  comment  very 
briefly  upon  this.  He  differed,  he  be- 
lieved, upon  this  subject,  from  all  the 
members  of  the  commiuee.  He  thought 
that  none  of  the  acts  alleged  amounted 
to  a violation  of  the  charter. 

The  first  violation  of  the  charter,  as  al- 
ledged  in  the  repurt,  was  that  of  pur-j 
chasing  two  millions  of  public  debt. — ' 
The  bank,  when  engaged  in  irnportingj 
specie  f’om  Europe,  had  sold  tv.  o mil-; 
lions  of  its  funded  slock  in  lingland. — ■ 
This  slock,  in  the  hands  of  the  bank,' 
was  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the! 
government.  Before  it  had  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  bank,  it  had  been,  by  the 
condition  of  the  loan,  irredeemable  un-| 
til  the  year  1825.  The  bank  supposed; 
that  it  was  restored  to  this  irrcdccinablcj 
character  when  it  again  became  piivalej 
property.  He  confessed  that  he  thought 
so  ; and  he  believed  it  to  be  a cotnmcii,; 
and  even  the  general  opinion.  The  scc-| 
retary  of  the  treasury  thought  otherwise,! 
and  insisted  upon  the  right  to  redeem! 
the  stock  which  had  been  sold  in  Eng- 
land. The  loss  which  the  purciiasers| 
would  in  this  way  have  sustained  would 
have  impeached  the  credit  of  the  bank. 
To  maintain  it,  the  secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury proposed  that  the  bank  should  pu  - 
chase,  on  account  of  the  government, 
the  same  amount  of  stock  wiiich  it  haci' 
sold  ; and  it  did  so. 

The  charter  provides,  tliat  the  bank 
shall  not  purchase  any  public  stork. — 
The  merest  veibal  construction  of  the 
sentence,  the  interpretation  to  be  obtain- 
ed from  a dictionary,  would  be,  that  the 
bank  should  not  “ acquire  by  buying,” 
that  it  should  not  become  the  owner, 
by  purchase,  of  the  public  stock.  .\nd 
it  did  not.  There  was  not  a moment 
during  which  the  bank  was  the  owner  of 
the  stock,  which  was  at  once  transferred: 
from  the  individuals  who  sold  it  to  the^ 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund.  But 
he  would  willingly  wave  the  verbal 
question.  What  was  the  imemion  of  thej 
provision  ? That  the  bank  should  not  be-j 
come  the  owner  of  funded  stock,  so  as^ 
to  enhance  the  price  when  the  govern-j 
ment  wanted  to  buy,  or  to  reduce  it^ 
when  it  wanted  to  borrow.  And  how- 
could  either  of  these  evils  result  from, 
its  buying  at  the  instance  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  benefit  of  tile  govern- 
ment, any  amount  of  siock  whatever  ?j 
Bnt  it  did  not  act  (the  repoa  says)  as  an 
agent  in  the  purchase  of  the  stock,  be- 
cause it  contributed  out  of  its  own  funds.' 
a part  of  the  price.'  The  committ.e  ap»i 
peared  to  Inm  to  have  confounded  two' 
acts,  which  were  very  distinct.  Tiic- 
bank,  if  the  secretary  were  right,  w-as 
clearly  bound  to  pay  the  difference  be- 
tween the  par  value  of  slock  and  its  ac- 
tual price,  to  those  whom  they  had  sold 
it  as  irredeemable,  hut  in  whose  hands 
tile  secretary  determined  to  redeem  ii.j 
It  was  as  well  to  pay  it  to  the  g jvcrn-1 
ment.  Suppose  it  to  have  done  so;  and; 
it  S'  bstantial  y did  ; where  was  t.ie  law! 
wi.icn  forb;  d.  it  (although  it  had  con-| 
tributed  a part  of  the  funds)  to  act  in  its! 
usual  and  convenient  character  of  the' 


governmeiu  : 

If  the  purchase  in  question  I.e  one 
which  is  prohibited  by  the  charter,  the 
directors  who  sanctioned  it  are  liable,  by- 
law, to  a very  heavy  fine.  Would  any 
member  propose  that  they  should  be 
prosecuted  for  this  act  of  defence  and 
benefaction  to  the  government ! Could 
it  be,  that  this  purchase  was  not  such  a 
“ dealing  in  stock”  as  could  subject  the 
individuals  who  made  it  to  personal  res- 
ponsibility, and  yet  t.bat  it  should  subject 
the  institution  itself  to  the  penally  of  dis- 
solution ? 

The  second  alleged  violation  of  char- 
ter consisted  in  not  requiring  the  pay-j 
ment  of  the  second  or  third  instalments; 
in  coin  and  funded  debt.  What  are  thej 
powers  of  the  directors,  as  to  the  debts 
due  to  the  institution  generally  ? They! 
may  change  the  security,  they  may  pro- 
long liitir  credit,  they  m-ay  vary  both 
the  time  and  place  of  payment.  Mr.  L. 
did  not  see,  when  the  bank  was  once  in 
operation,  that  the  power  of  the  direct- 
ors, in  respect  to  instalments,  was  not 
precisely  the  same  as  on  every  other | 
debt.  The  committee  say,  that  the  bank 
should  have  insisted  i.pon  “ the  specific 
thing.”  When  a bank  is  oiiee  in  ope- 
ration, it  must  consider  its  own  notes  as 
specie  ; and,  u,ider  tha  compact  with  the 
state  banks,  llie  natioinl  bank  was,  in 
laci,  obliged  to  consider  their  notes  as 
specie.  The  question,  indeed,  resolves  i 
iisfclfinto  two:  I.  Ought  notes  of  the' 
national  or  state  banks  to  ha-,  c been  ad- 1 


miited  in  payment  of  t’ne  inslalnienls  r — ' 
2.  Ought  any  discounts  to  have  been 
made  to  subscribers  to  the  bank  ? 

Can  it  be  seriously  contended  that  the 
hank  ought  not  to  have  received  its  own 
notes  as  specie  ? You  appear  at  the 
counter,  with  SIOOO  in  its  paper.  It 
refuses  to  receive  it,  and  insists  that  you 
should  go  through  the  process  of  caus- 
ing the  specie  to  be  brought  Irom  its 
vaults,  paid  to  you  by  the  teller,  and 
then  to  the  leiler  by  you,  and  every 
thing  would  be  formal  and  rii;ht.  The 
Sliver  might  then  be  restored  to  its  pro- 
per place.  So  even  with  the  state  bank 
notes.  The  national  bank,  it  is  said,  ought 
not  to  have  received  tlicin.  You  must 
then  have  drawn  specie  out  of  the  state 
hank,  paid  it  into  the  national  bank — 
the  national  bank,  muler  its  compact, 
must  have  lent  it  immediately  to  the  state 
bank  Irom  which  it  had  been  drawn; — 
and,  after  the  whole  manoeuvre  was  o 
ver,  the  specie  must  have  resumed  the 
position  which  it  had  left  in  the  morning. 
There  was  but  one  possible  mode  by 
wlTich  tlie  payment  of  the  instalment  “in 
the  specific  thing,”  could  have  been  se- 
cured, (if  it  could  have  been  at  all  se- 
cured,) by  delaying  the  commencement 
of  ope  rations  until  they  were,  paid.  The 
attempt  would  have  been  very  injurious 
to  the  country  ; it  was  incompatible  with 
the  proposals  of  the  government,  and 
was  interdicted  by  the  law.  He  had  en- 
larged enough  upon  this  subject  in  the 
rommcnc eiiicnt  of  his  ohservaiions.  The 
large  amount  of  notes,  which  the  bank 
threw  into  circulation,  if  not  a single 
note  had  been  discounted  for  a subscri- 
ber, would  have  had  the  efl'ect  cf  caus- 
ing tlic  instalments  to  be  paid  in  notes, 
not  in  coin.  They  would  be  paid  in 
wi'.ichcvcr  of  these  articles  was  most  ea- 
sily oblaiiied,  and  if  the  issue  of  it  was 
large,  the  avliclo  most  easily  obtained 
ui'ist  be  paper. 

It  was  hardly  important,  then,  if  they 
disco'iiitcd  at  all,  whether  they  discount- 
ed to  subscribers  or  not.  But  why  should 
they  not  ? The  very  InisintES  for  which 
the  directois  were  appointed,  was  to 
lend  ntoiiey.  If  a subscriber  paid  one 
moment,  the  directors  might  properly 
lend  him  tnenext.  If  s)>ecie  were  drawn 
from  a stale  bank  in  one  hour,  they  would 
pro))erly  lend  it  to  the  bank  the  hour  af- 
ter. Did  not  this  imply  that  they  might 
prolong  the  credit  of  the  subscriber, 
and  receive  the  note  of  the  bank  ? 

'The  observations  which  he  had  made, 
appli-ed  to  the  discounts  for  instalments 
generally.  There  were  peculi.u  reasons 
in  favor  of  those  which  were  made  be- 
tween the  3d  and  23d  of  January,  1817, 
under  the  resolmion  of  December  18, 
which  made  the  conduct  of  the  bank,  in 
relation  to  them,  not  only  aUowa’nle,  but 
wise.  ' He  had  neither  strength  nor  time 
to  enter  into  the  enquiry  ; hut  he  had  on 
his  table  the  names  of  all  the  dis  .ount- 
ers,  andan  examination  would  shew  that 
they  were  not  in  general  large  stock- 
holders, and  that  the  greater  p.i-.rporticn 
of  their  notes  was  paid  at  maturity. 

But  the  report  says  that  the  directors 
abandoned  the  means  of  coercion  given 
by  the  charter,  and  gained  notliing.  It 
was  true  that,  in  discounting  a note  for 
a subscriber,  to  enable  him  to  pay  his 
instaiment,  they  gave  up  the  means  of 
coercion  ivhicli  the  wiihholding  the  divi- 
dends might  furnish.  Tut,  did  they  gain 
nothing  ? Was  it  not  notorious  that,  un- 
der the  common  construction  of  the  char- 
ter, it  was  considered  fair,  and  not  dis- 
creditable, to  postpone  payment  of  the 
the  instalment,  and  abaiiucn  the  divi- 
dend ? No  man’s  credit  has  b'-cn  hurt 
by  this  delay  in  paying  the  instalment. 
The  first  gain  of  the  bank,  then,  was  that 
of  pledging  tlic  personal  credit  of  the 
subscriber  to  his  punctuality.  The  se- 
coiul  ad\autage  which  the  bank  gained, 
it  might  liavc  been  cx[>ectcd,  covild  not 
have  been  overlooked  or  dispute.! —the 
actual  payment  of  oiic-fouruli  part  of 
each  share  in  funded  sio-:k.  Tbe  third 
ailva-.'agc  was  the  pledge  of  slock,  wit 
the  power  iniinediately  to  sell  it,  upon 
the  failure  of  the  subscriber  to  pay  his 
note.  He  would  venture  to  say  that  tlKrc 
was  not  one  of  these  notes,  the  payment 
of  which,  at  maturity,  might  not  have 
been  enforced  by  this  provision.  'The 
statement  given  by  the  commiuee,  of  the 
price  of  stocks  during  the  year  1817, 
would  establish  this  proposition. 

II  e must  here  suggest  the  argument 
which  had  been  anticipated  by  the  gen- 
tleman from  Virginia.  In  January,  1817, 
if  the  transaction  of  which  he  was  speak- 
ing was  wrong  and  mischevioiis,  con- 
gress knew  it — knew  it  in  time  to  pre- 
vent it.  A coiniiiiuee  was  instructed  to 
enquire  into  the  subject.  'Thisco.nmit- 
tee  repealed  that  there  w,as  no  occasion 
for  the  interposition  of  congress,  and 
congress  did  not  interfere.  .\  friend  of 
his  from  tlcorgia,  proposed  a resolution 
that  the  public  deposits  sliould  be  with- 
held, while  the  plan  which  the  commit- 
tee disapprove  was  persevered  in.  The 
resolution  was  adequate  to  its  object. — 
The  house  did  not  cak,*  n up.  Since 
that  time,  how  many  purchasers  have 
become  interested  in  the  stock,  who  have 
never  suspected  tliat  to'-gress  wo'ild 
pnnistvvindictivciy  an'act.  which  it  would 
not  interpose  to  prevent  1 

'I'hc  third  instanc<‘  of  \ iolatinn  of  char- 
ter, is  said  to  consist  in  the  ijayinent  of 
dividends  to  dclin  j-jeiit  stockholders. — 
These  divi-lcnds  were  paid  when  their 
siil'.scriplioiis  were  rc-  eireii,  and  they 
ceased  to  he  delinquent.  If  lie  un-Jer- 
stood  the  documents,  tiie  whole  amount 
of  dividends  so  paid,  of  wliich  he  had  any 
evidence,  was  8 1460;  but^iVom  this,  the 
interest  which  they  paid  must  be  deduct- 
ed, and  they  possibly  received  360  dol- 
lars more  than  they  were  entitled  to. — 
'The  precise  amount,  indeed,  is  not  ini- 
porlant.  And  by  whom  were  these  divi- 
dends (laid  ! Did  the  directors  order — 
did  they  know  it  ? He  really  did  not 
think  that  the  payment  of  3 or  400  dol- 
lars,. (Iiowcver  erroneously.)  by  a subor- 


dinate oRiccr,  could  be  jusLiy  punished 
by  tiie  los.s  of  the  charter  of  the  bank,o7, 
to  take  tlic  lest  proposeil  by  t!ie  conmiiit- 
tcc,  “ that  it  defeated  the  very  objects  of 
its  institution.” 

The  fourth  alledged  violation  consist- 
ed in  allowing  bad  votes  to  be  given  at 
elections.  AV'ithout  reference  to  the 
nunibiT  of  tlicse  votes,  or  to  their  efl'ect 
upon  the  election,  he  waswilling  to  leave 
the  charge,  without  argument,  to  the 
commitue. 

He  had  attempted  to  shew  the  disso- 
lution of  the  bank  chai  lef,  as  a measure 
of  policy,  was  not  wise — as  a penalty,  that 
it  was  not  legal.  But  was  it  just  ? You 
allege  that  the  institution  has  been  mis- 
managed. You  admit  that  the  stock- 
holders have  been  the  principal  suf- 
ferers, and,  in  resent  mciil  of  their  wrongs, 
yon  ruin  them.  You  ( crsr.re  the  con- 
duct of  a direction  of  wliich  you  appoint- 
ed the  must  active  members  and  the 
liead,  and  you  mulct,  perhaps,  to  t:,e  ru- 
in of  their  fortunes,  the  men  whose  er- 
ror consists  in  sniiportiiig  your  pppoinl- 
raents,  and  confiding  in  your  supeiiiiten- 
dance. 

On  the  whole,  he  should  vote  against 
all  the  rescluiton  before  the  commt  tec. 
iHis  friend  from  N'irgina  had  said  tnal  a 
legislature  may  repeal  any  of  its  acts. — 
Can  a legislature  make  a contract  ? 'To 
assume  the  pow  cr  of  annulling  contracts, 
is  to  lose  the  privilege  cf  muking  them. 

'The  proposal  for  issuing  a scire  facias, 
had  certainly  the  recommendation  of  be- 
ing within  the  constitnlioiial  powers  of 
congress.  He  hati  endeavored  to  shew 
that  it  Iiad  no  other. 

Mr.  I..  said  he  was  too  much  fatigued 
to  discuss  the  resolutions  proposed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  select  committee. 
He  w.'is,  however,  glad  that  he  had  with- 
drawn the  most  objeelionahle.  Ofihcs' 
which  remained,  some  might  do  a little 
good,  and  some  a little  harm  ; some  ap- 
peared to  him  to  be  absolutely  nugato- 
ry, and  nearly  all  of  them,  unimportant. 
He  could  net  understand  how  the  niaiu- 
tcnancc  of  a great  institution,  powerful 
as  all  men  allowed  it  to  be  for  good  or 
mischief,  siiould  be  made  to  depend  up- 
on such  condition.

Sni — I have  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  uil. 
together  with  the  two  papers  therein  in- 
closed. 

I am  not  the  author  of  the  miserable 
and  unmeaning  article  copied  from  “ t u 
Columbian,”  and  (not  being  a reader  ol 
that  gazette)  should  probably  never  have 
heard  of  it,  but  for  the  copy  you  have 
sent  me.  And  whilst  on  tlie  subject  of 
writing  and  pubiisiiing,  it  may  save  time 
to  say,  at  once,  that  with  tne  exception 
of  the  subetance  of  two  arlicics  which 
appeared  in  “ the  Enquirer”  last  lall, 
and  a journal  kept  whilst  a prisoner  in 
the  hands  of  the  enemy,  I have  not  writ- 
ten, nor  caused  any  other  to  write  a sin- 
gle line  for  any  gazette  whatever,  since 
the  commencement  of  the  late  war. 

Conversing  with  some  two  or  threc 
privale  gcmlemen, about  as  many  times, 
on  the  s'.ibject  of  the  Division  order, 
dated  at  Nashville,  .\pril  23d,  1817  ; it 
is  true  that  I gave  it  as  my  opinion,  that 
that  paper  was,  as  it  respected  the  fu- 
ture, mutinous  in  its  character  and  teii- 
dencr,  and,  as  it  respected  the  past,  a 
reprimand  of  the  Cumniander-in-chiel, 
the  President  of  the  United  Stall  s ; lor 
allhotigh  the  latter  be  not  expressly 
named,  it  is  a principle  well  understood, 
that  the  \Var  Department,  without  at 
least  siipiftokcd  sanction,  cannot  give 
a valid  command  to  an  Ensign. 

1 have  thus,  sir,  frankly  answered  the 
queries  addressed  to  me,  and  which  were 
suggested  to  you  hy  the  letter  of  your 
anonymous  correspondi n’;  hi  tonacpics- 
tion  so  important  as  that,  which  you 
raised  with  the  War  Departin'  nt,  or  in 
other  words  with  the  Presid.  nt  of  the 
United  States,  and,  in  which,  I find  my- 
self incidentally  involved,  I must  take 
leave  to  illustrate  my  meaning  a little  ; 
in  doing  which,  I shall  employ  almost 
she  ftrecise  language  which  was  used  on 
the  occasion  above  alluded  to. 

'Take  any  three  officers.  Let  A be 
the  common  superior,  B the  interme- 
diate commander,  and  C t!ie  common 
junior.  A wishes  to  make  an  order, 
which  shall  cfTcct  C.  'The  good  of  tiie 
^ervice,  etiquette  and  country,  require, 
no  doubt,  that  the  order  should  pass 
t'  rougli  B.  or,  if  expedition  and  the 
dispersed  situation  of  the  parties  make 
it  necessary  to  send  the  order  direct  to 
C.  (of  which  necessity  A.  is  the  judge,)' 
the  good  of  tlie  service,  etiquette  anilj 
country  require,  with  as  little  doubt,  that! 
A notify  B thereof,  as  soon  as  pfaciicahlc.l 
Such  notice,  of  iiself,  lias  always  been! 
held  sulfu  ient,  under  the  cirumstanccs! 
last  stated  But  we  will  suppose  that  .-kj 
sends  the  order  direct  to  C.  and  neglects! 
to  notify  B tlicreof;  and  such  appears  to 
he  the  precise  case  alluded  to  in  tiie  or- 
der liefue  cited.  Has  B no  redress  a- 
gainst  this  irregulai  iiy  ? He  may  un- 
qucstioiiahly  rcmoiistrale  with  .A  in  a 
j respectful  manner,  if  remonstrance  fails, 

I and  there  be  a higher  Uiilitary  authority 
I than  .\,  B may  appe.il  to  it  tor  redress. 
Now  in  the  case  under  consideration, 
there  existed  no  such  higher  atilliority — 
'The  war  department,  or  in  other  words. 
the  president,  being  the  coimnon  supe- 
rior (.\,)  and  t!ic  general  of  division,  the 
intermediate  commaiidi  r (B.)  A pii- 
vale  and  respectful  temoiisliaiicc,  the  re- 
fore,  appeals  to  have  been  the  only  mode 
of  redress  whicli  circumstances  admit- 
ted of.  An  appeal  to  llic  army  or  the 
public,  before  or  after  such  remon- 
strance, seems  to  have  been  u greatci 
irregularity  than  the  measure  complain- 


ed of;  to  reprobate  that  measure  pub- 
licly, as  the  Division  order  does,  was  to 
nioimt  still  iiigher  in  the  scale  of  inde- 
corum, but  when  the.  order  goes  so  far 
as  to  prohibit  to  all  cflicevs  in  the  divis- 
ion, an  obedience  to  the  comnianris  of  the 
President  of  tT.e  I’r.ited  .States,  unless 
received  througb  Division  Head  Quar- 
ters, it  a'ppeais  to  me,  that  nothing  hut 
niminy  and  defiance,  can  be  understood 
or  intended. 

'There  is  anotlier  view  of  the  snbjet  t, 
which  must  have  escaped  you,  as  1 am 
pe;"suaded  there  is  not  a man  in  America 
less  disposed  to  shift  responsibility  from 
himself  to  a weaker  yiai  ty  than  yourself. 
.Suppose  the  war  department,  by  order 
of  the  president,  sends  instructions  di- 
rect to  the  conmiandiiig  officers,  perhaps 
a captain,  at  Natchitoches  (a  post  with- 
in your  division)  to  attack  the  body  of 
Spanisli  royalists  nearest  to  that  fron- 
tier ; if  the  captain  obeys,  you  arrest  j 
him  ; bnt  if,  in  compliance  with  your 
prohibition,  besets  the  commands  of  the 
president  at  iiaught,  he  would  find  him- 
si'il  in  direct  conflict  with  tlic  highest 
military  aniiiorily  under  the  constitution, 
and  thus  would  have  to  maintain  against 
t;iat  “ fiaif.il  odds,”  the  dangerous  posi- 
tion laivi  down  in  your  order.  Surely 
this  consequence  could  not  have  been 
foreseen  by  you,  when  you  penned  that 
order.'* 

1 must  pray  you  to  believe,  sir,  that 
I have  expressed  my  opinion  on  this 
groat  question,  w ithout  the  least  hostility 
to  yourself,  personally,  and  without  any 
view  of  making  my  court  in  another 
quarter,  as  is  insinuated  by  your  anony- 
mous correspondent.  I have  nothing  to 
fear  or  hope,  from  either  parly.  It  is  not 
likely  that  the  Executive  will  be  offend- 
ed, at  the  opinion,  that  it  has  committed 
an  irregularity  in  the  transmission  of  one 
of  its  orders  ; and,  as  to  yourself,  al- 
thougli  1 cheerfully  admit  that  yoii  are 
my  sufieri'.r.  I deny  that  you  are  my  com- 
manding officer,  within  the  meaning  of 
tlie  6th  .Article  of  the  Rules  and  Articles 
of  War.  Even  if  I belonged  to  your  di- 
vision, I sl.'Ouid  not  hesitate  to  repeat  to 
you  all  that  I have  said,  at  any  time,  on 
your  sulqect,  if  a proper  occasion  ofl'cr- 
cd ; and  what  is  more,  I should  expect 
your  a|iprohation,  as  in  my  humble  j .idg- 
ment,  refutation  is  impossible. 

.As  you  do  not  adopt  the  imputations 
contained  in  the  anonymous  letter,  a 
copy  of  which  you  enclosed  me,  I shal. 
not  degrade  myself  by  any  further  notice 
of  it. 

1 have  just  shown  the  article  from 
“ TheColuiuhian”  to  some  military  gen- 
tlemen of  this  place,  fiom  whom  I learn, 
that  it  was  probably  intended  to  be  ap- 
plied to  a case  wliich  has  recently  occur- 
red at  West  Point.  The  writer  is  sup- 
posed to  proceed  upon  a report  (which 
is  nevertheless  believed  to  be  erroneous) 
that  Brig.  Geui.  Swift  had  orders  from  the 
War  department,  more  than  twelve 
inontlis  since,  to  remove  captain  Part- 
ridge from  the  military  academy,  and 
that  he  suppressed  those  orders.  Sec. — 
'The  author  is  believed  to  be  a young  man 
of  the  army,  and  was,  at  the  time  of  pub- 
lication, in  tliis  city  ; but  not  under  my 
comniand,  and  wiih  whom  1 never  had 
the  smallest  intimacy.  1 forbear  to  men- 
tion his  name,  because  it  is  only  known 
by  conjecture.

I hastened  to  lay  it  before  you  ; that 
i oursc  was  suggested  to  me,  by  the  res- 
pect I felt  fur  you  as  a man  and  a soldier 
and  tliat  you  might  have  it  in  your  pow- 
er to  answer  how  far  you  had  been  guil- 
ty of  so  base  aiid  inexcusable  conduct, 
rndependent  of  the  services  you  had  ren- 
dcrc.I  your  country,  the  circumstance  of 
your  wearing  the  badge  and  insignia  of  a 
soldier  led  me  to  the  conclusion,  that  I 
was  addressing  a gentleman.  AVitli  these 
feelings  you  were  written  to ; and  had 
an  idea  been  for  a moment  entertained, 
that  you  could  have  descended  from  the 
high  and  dignified  character  of  a Major 
General  cf  the  United  States, -and  used 
language  so  opprobrious  and  insolent  as 
you  have  done,  rest  assured,  I should 
have  view  ed  you  as  rather  too  contemp- 
tible to  have  held  any  converse  with  you 
on  the  subject.  If  you  have  lived  in  the 
world  thus  long  in  the  entire  ignorance 
of  the  obligations  and  duties  which  hon- 
or impose,  you  arc  indeed  past  the  lime 
of  learning  ; and  surely  he  must  be  ig- 
norant of  liicm,  who  seems  so  little  to 
uiulcrstand  their  influence. 

Pray,  sir,  docs  your  recollection  serve, 

*lA-t  it  here  be  rciuenibered,  that  mis  illus- 
trative stat'-iner.t  v.as  strictly  in  reply  -.  Gen 
.lackson  said,  “ if  my  order  has  been  the 
subject  of  your  animadversions,  it  is  believed 
that  you  will  at  once  admit  it,  and  the  extent 
to  which  yon  may  have  gone.”  Ger.er.Tl  Scott, 
how  e ver,  omitted  one  remark  made  by  him, 
on  all  'I.e  occasions  alluded  to  ; Speaking  of 
the  order,  he  .said,  “ nevertheless,  as  tliis  in- 
di.'ici-tTioii  on  the  part  of  Gen  Jackson,  no 
doiil.t,  proceeded  from  that  vehemence  and 
impctuos'fy  of  character  to  w hich  w e owe  one 
of  the  most  splendid  victories,  not  only  of  the 
country,  Imt  of  the  age,  he  (tim.  Scott)  hop- 
ed, that  tlic  one  act  iniglu  be  tolerated  on  ac- 
count of  the  other.”  Tliis  was  omitted  for 
opposite  bait  obvious  reasons,  both  by  himself 
and  the  anonymous  winter.  Gen.  Scott  can 
cpiifidcntly  ajipcal  to,  perhaps,  more  than  a 
thousand  |icrsoiis,  in  Turope  and  America,  in 
proof  of  the  pride  and  ciiUiusiasiii  with  -Aliicli 
lie  has  uniformly  spoken  of  the  defence  of  N. 
Orleans;  and,  he  agrees  to  be  held  inlamoiis, 
it  two  respectable  w itnesses  will  aver,  that  be 
was  e\cr  heard,  prio.'  to  the  22d  Dccimbcr, 
i8l7,  to  speak  ofGcii  ,!ackson  m Other  terms 
tliua  thooo  cf  a'dniua'.iuii. 


in  wl-.ot  school  of  philosophy  you  w ere 
taught;  that  to  a letter  inquiring  into  the 
nature  of  a supposed  injury,  and  clothed 
in  language  decorous  and  iinexceptiona- 
hlc,  an  answer  should  be  given,  couched 
in  ponipotis  insolence  and  bullying  cx- 
prission?  I had  heped  that  what  was 
charged  upon  you  by  niy  ationymcus  ccr- 
rcBpondeiit  w as  unfounded  ; I bad  hoped 
■SO,  from  a belief  ti.atGencial  Scott  was 
a soldier  and  a gcnlh  man  ; but  when  I 
see  those  staienicnts  doubly  confirmed  by 
his  own  words,  it  becomes  a matter  of 
inquiry,  how  far  a man  of  fioncrahle 
feelings  can  reconcile  them  to  himself, 
or  longer  set  up  a claim  to  that  charac- 
ter. Arc  your  igiioraiit,  sir,  that  had 
iny  order,  at  which  your  refined  judg- 
ment is  so  extremely  touched, been  made 
the  subject  of  inquiry,  you  might,  frona 
your  standing,  not  your  character,  been 
constituted  one  of  my  judges?  How  very 
I proper  then  was  it,  thus  situated,  anti 
without  a knowledge  of  any  of  the  at- 
tendant circumstances,  for  you  to  have 
pre-judged  the  whole  matter.  This  at 
tlilTe rent  times,  and  in  the  circle  of  your 
friends  you  could  do  and  yet  hatl  I been 
arraigned,  and  you  detailed  as  one  of  my 
judges,  with  the  designs  of  an  assassin 
lurking  under  a fair  exterior,  you  would 
have  approached  the  holy  sanctuary  of 
justice.  Is  conduct  like  this  congenial 
with  that  high  sense  of  dignity  ■which 
should  be  seated  in  a soldier’s  bosom  ? 
Is  it  due  from  a brother  officer  to  assail 
in  the  dark  the  reputation  of  another,  and 
stab  him  at  a moment  when  he  cannot 
expect  it  ? I might  insult  an  honorabi* 
man  by  questions  such  as  these,  but  shall 
not  expect  that  they  will  h^Tow  up  one 
who  must  he  dead  to  all  those  I'eeling-s, 
which  arc  the  characteristic  of  a gen- 
llemaii. 

In  terms  polite  as  I was  capable  of 
noting,  I asked  you  if  my  informant  had 
stated  truly — if  you  were  the  author  of 
the  publication  and  remarks  charged 
against  you,  and  to  what  extent : a refer- 
ence to  your  letter,  without  any  com- 
ment of  mine,  will  inform  how  far  you 
have  pursued  a similar  course ; — how  lit- 
tle of  the  gentleman,  and  how  much  of 
the  hectoring  bully  you  have  manifested. 
If  nothing  else  would,  the  epaulets  which 
grace  your  shoulders,  should  have  dicta- 
ted to  you  a difl'erent  course,  and  have 
admonished  you,  that  however  small 
may  have  been  your  respect  for  another 
— respect  lor  yourselfshould  have  taught 
you  the  necessity  of  replying,  at  least 
oiildly  to  the  inquiries  I suggested  ; and 
more  especially  should  you  have  done 
this,  when  your  own  convictions  must 
have  fixed  you  as  guilty  of  the  abomina- 
ble crime  of  detiaction — of  slandering, 
and  behind  his  back,  a brother  oflicer. 
But  not  content  with  answering  to  what 
was  proposed,  your  overweening  vanity 
has  led  yon  to  make  an  offering  of  your 
advice. t Believe  me,  sir,  it  is  not  in  my 
power  to  render  you  iny  thanks  : I thiiJc 
too  lighly  of  myself  to  suppose  I stand 
at  all  in  i>eed  of  your  admonitions,  ai.d 
too  highly  of  you  to  appreciate  them  as 
useful.  For  good  advice  I am  alwa)s 
thankful ; but  never  fail  to  spurn  it,  whea 
I know  it  to  flow  from  an  incoin])etent 
or  corrupt  source  ; the  breast  where  base 
and  guilty  passions  dwell  is  not  the  place 
to  look  for  virtue,  or  any  thing  that  leads 
to  viitue.  My  notions,  sir,  are  not  those 
now  taught  in  modern  schools,  and  in 
lashionable  high  life  ; they  were  imbibed 
in  ancient  days,  and  hitherto  have,  and  yet 
bear  me  to  the  conclusion,  that  he  who 
can  wantonly  outrage  the  feelings  of  ano- 
ther— who,  without  cause,  can  extend 
injury  where  none  is  done,  is  capable  of 
any  crime,  however  detest-abie,  in  its  na- 
ture, and  will  not  fail  to  commit  it,  when- 
ever it  ni.ay  be  imposed  by  necessity. 

I shall  not  stoop,  sir,  to  a justification 
of  my  order  before  you,  or  to  notice  thn 
weakness  and  absurdities  of  your  tinsel 
rlietoi  ick:  it  may  be  (luile  conclusive  with 
yourself,  and  I have  no  disposition  to  at- 
tempt convincing  you,  that  your  ingenui- 
ty is  not  as  profound  as  you  have  imagin- 
ed it.  To  my  government,  whenever  it 
may  please,  I hold  myself  liable  to  an- 
swer, and  to  produce  the  reasons  whicit 
prompted  me  to  the  course  I took  ; and 
to  the  intcrmedling  pimps  and  spies  of 
the  war  department,  who  are  in  the  garb 
of  gentlemen,  I hold  myself  responsible 
for  any  grievance  they  may  labour  under 
on  my  account ; with  which  you  have 
my  permission  to  number  yourself.  For 
wiiat  I have  said,  I offer  no  apology  j 
you  have  deserved  it  all,  and  more,  were 
it  necessTry  to  say  more, — I will  barely 
r mirk  in  conclusion,  that  if  you  f el 
you  self  aggrieved  at  what  is  here  said, 
any  communication  from  you  will  reach 
me  safely  at  this  place.

The  foregoing  extraordinary  letter 
was  laid  aside  until  almost  forgotten. 
When  certain  of  his  feelings,  Gen.  Scott 
sat  down  to  reply  to  it.  He  thought  of 
New  Orleans  and  some  other  afl’airs,  in 
which  the  parlies  had  been  respectively 
engaged,  and  it  appeared  to  him  that  a 
liracc  ot  pistols  could  add  nothing  to  the 
character  of  either.  He  conceived  that 
at  the  age  he  had  then  attained,  some 
little  reputation  for  temper  and  moder- 
ation began  to  be  an  object  worthy  of 
his  coiibicleration,  however,  they  might 
be  disregarded  by  his  opinion.  In  fact, 
it  did  not  once  seriously  occur  to  him, 
that  the  courage  of  either  could  be  put 
in  question,  ami  therefore,  he  found  him- 
self perfectly  at  liberty  to  consult  his 


sense  ol  justice  and  propriety,  rather 
than  his  passions.  Yet  ho  endcistands, 
that,  on  this  point.  General  Jackson 
s.Hugs  his  shouldeis  and  looks  mysteri- 
ously, wi.iist  . c siitKi'!,  his  millions  to

rile  and  unworthy  conceit ! A triumpli 
over  the  fears  of  Gen.  Scott ! The  let- 
ter does  not  doubt  the  courage  of  Gen. 
Jackson;  yet  he  might  enumerate  se- 
veral affairs,  in  any  one  of  which,  he 
was,  probably,  exposed  to  greater  per- 
sonal danger  than  General  Jackson  has 
encountered  in  his  whole  military  career. 
And  here  'let  him  not  “be  called  a 
fool  for  boasting  ; for  he  may  say  with 
one  of  the  greatest  of  men,  “ mine  en- 
emy has  forced  me  to  it.”  But  is  it  a 
boast  in  an  American,  to  assert  his  in- 
difference of  personal  danger  ? Gener- 
al Scott  has  commanded  some  thousands 
of  his  countrymen  at  different  times,  and 
docs  not  remember  three  individuals 
among  them,  who  were  deficient  iu  that 
almost  universal  attribute. 

But  the  foregoing  letter  has  been  re- 
presented as  a challenge,  and  the  reply 
to  it  a non  acceptance — oti  the  ground 
of  religious  scru/tles.  The  double  false-' 
hood  will  not  escape  the  reader,  although 
it  be  true,  that  general  Scott,  in  a play- 
ful humour,  chose  to  treat  the  letter  as  a 
challenge.  And  as  to  the  other  point, 
however  repugnant  to  his  principles,  it 
may  be,  “ to  do  a contrived  murder,”  ei- 
ther under  forms,  or  in  violation  of  them, 
or  by  his  own  voluntary  seeking,  Gen. 
Scott,  whenever  he  shall  think  it  neces- 
sary, will  be  as  free  to  defend  his  repu- 
tation against  calumny,  as  he  would  be 
to  slay  a robber  who  should  attempt  his 
life  on  the  highway.  He  knows  of  no 
code  of  morals  which  would  disarm  him 
in  either  case,  nor  does  the  firornUe  in 
the  following  letter  ; for  as  that  was  made 
without  consideration,  so  may  it  be  with- 
drawn without  explanation  or  apology. 

LETTER  IV. 

General  Scott  to  General  Jackson. 
Head-quarters,  1st  and  3d  Jtililiu  i/  Departments, 
J\’en’-York,  January2d,  1818. 

Sir — Your  letter  of  the  3d  ult.  was 
handed  me  about  the  22d,  and  has  not 
been  read,  I might  say  thought  of,  since. 
These  circumstances  will  show  that  it  is 
my  wish  to  reply  to  you  dispassionately. 

I regret  that  I cannot  accept  the  chal- 
lenge you  offer  me.  Perhaps  I may  be 
restrained' from  wishing  to  level  a pistol 
at  the  breast  of  a fellow  being,  in  private 
combat,  by  a sense  of  religion  ; but  lest 
this  motive  should  excite  the  ridicule  of 
gentlemen  of  liberal  habits  of  thinking 
and  acting,  I beg  leave  to  add,  that  I de- 
cline the  honour  of  your  invitation  from 
patriotick  scruples.  My  ambition  is  net 
that  of  Erostratus.  I should  think  it 
would  be  easy  for  you  to  console  your- 
self under  this  refusal,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  a few  epitliets,  as  coward,  sic.  to 
the  object  of  your  resentment,  and  I here 
promise  to  leave  you  until  the  next  war, 
to  persuade  yourself  of  their  truth. 

Your  famous  order  bcarsdatc  the  22d 
April,  1817.  At  intervals  of  three  or 
four  months  thcreaftet^that,  when  it 
had  been  officially  published  to  the  troops 
of  your  division,  and  printed  in  almost 
every  paper  in  the  Union — as  if  to  chal- 
lenge discussion — I found  mysc-lf  in 
company  where  it  was  the  subject  of 
conversation.  Not  being  under  your 
command,  i was  as  free  to  give  my  opin- 
ion on  that  publick  act  as  any  one  else; 
for,  I presume,  you  will  not  assert,  that 
where  an  officer  is  not  expressly  restrain- 
ed by  the  military  code,  he  has  not  all 
the  rights  of  any  other  citizen.  For  this 
fair  expression  of  opinion,  on  a princi- 
ple as  universal  as  the  profession  of 
arms — and  which  opinion  I,  afterwards, 
at  your  instance,  stated  to  you,  in  all  its 
detail,  you  are  pleased  to  charge  me  wit'i 
having  slandered  you  behind  your  backl 
an  accusation,  which  I consider  the  more 
amusing,  as  1 never  had  the  honour  of 
being  in  your  presence  in  all  my  life 
I can  assure  you,  sir,  that  nothing  but 
my  great  respect  for  your  superior  age 
and  services  prevents  me  from  indulg- 
ing, also,  in  a little  bitter  pleasantry  on 
this  point. 

It  seems  that  you  are  under  the  fur- 
ther impression  that  if  you  had  been 
brought  to  trial,  for  publishing  the  order, 
(an  idea  that  I never  heard  any  other 
suggest)  and  I appointed  otic  of  your 
judges,  that, assassin-like,  I should  have 
approached  the  holy  sanctuary  of  jus- 
tice, &c.  such  is,  I think,  yoiirlanguage. 
Now,  like  you  (without  believing  one 
word  of  it)  it  would  be  as  easy  for  me 
(manually)  to  retort  all  this  abuse,  as  it 
was  for  you  to  originate  it ; hut  I must 
inform  you,  sir,  tliat  however  much  1 
may  desire  to  emulate  certain  portions 
of  your  history,  I am  not  at  all  inclined 
to  follow  the  pernicious  example  that 
your  letter  furnisnes. 

Yoti  complain  of  harshness  on  my  part. 
My  letter  to  which  yours  is  a reply,  is, 
doubtless,  somewhat  bold  in  its  charac- 
ter, but,  believing  that  in  an  affair  with 
you,  it  was  only  neccs-sary  to  have  right 
on  one’s  side,  in  order  to  obtain  approba- 
tion, I had  no  other  care  in  its  composi- 
tion, than  to  avoid  every  thing  personally 
offensive,  as  far  as  the  truth,  and  a fair 
discussion  of  the  subject  would  permit ; 
and  I still  rest  persuaded,  that  the  fact 
corresponds  with  my  intention.  It  is  true, 
that  I spoke  of  you,  and  treated  you,  as 
a M.A.N,  without  the  petty  tpialifications 
of  common  usage  ; because,  in  address- 
ing you,  they  were  then  considered  as  so 
many  diminutives  ; but  I am  now  to  ap- 
prehend that  universal  success  and  ap- 
plause have  somewhat  spoiled  you  ; and 
that  I shall  ultimately  be  obliged  to  fall 
into  the  common  place  habits  observed 
in  respect  to  common  place  people,  and 
consider  you  as  nothing  more  than  a 
gentleman. 

Permit  me  to  request — I think  I have 
a right  to  demand — a sight  of  tlic  original 
anonymous  letter  which  has  given  rise  to 
this  discussion.  If  I mistake  not,  your 
correspondent  is  a greater  personage 
than  you,  perhaps,  imagine  : nay  so  higfi, 
that  he  has  once  essayed  to  sit  himself 
above  the  highest  in  our  political  splierc. 
The  letter  sfiall  be  returned  as  soon  as 
the  hand  is  compared  with  that  of  a ccr- 
Jain  agent  of  the  personage  alluded  to. 


I cannot  closd  this  letter  without  ex 
pressing  a belief,  that  on  the  return  of 
your  wonted  magnanimity,  I shall  be 
requested  to  burn  the  one  which  has  eli- 
cited it,  by  way  of  apology  for  the  inju- 
ry 't  does  me.  Accordingly,  it  has  been 
seen,  as  yet,  by  but  one  individual  (of  my 
staff)  and  shail  be  held  in  reserve,  until 
a certain  time  has  elapsed — attending 
that  just  expectation.  In  the  mean  lime, 

1 shall  have  the  honor  to  rejnain,  sir.

No  reply  has  ever  been  given  to  the 
foregoing,  and  of  ceurse  General  Scott 
has  never  seen  the  original  anonymous 
letter.  His  suspicions  and  the  whole 
correspondence  were  fully  communica- 
ted, in  Jan.  1 8 18,  to  a particular  friend  of 
Governor  Clinton,  who  was  perfectly  at 
liberty  to  give  notice  thereof  to  that  per- 
sonage. Whetlier  he  did  so  or  not,  gen. 
Scott  is  not  informed.  A copy  of  the 
correspondence  itself  would  have  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Clinton,  but  for  the  prohibi- 
tory regulation  above  cited,  and  which 
came  out  before  gen.  Jackson  had  liad 
time  to  reply  to  the  letter,  if  he  had 
been  so  disposed.  Gen.  Scott,  until  his 
opponent  has  set  him  the  example  (a 
precedent  not  disaftfiroved  by  the  War 
Department)  suppesed  that  the  first  sen- 
tence of  the  regulation  “ all  publications 
&c.”  interdicted  manuscript  copies  as 
well  as  others.  Until  then  a distinction 
of  this  sort  appeared  to  him  absurd  : for 
how  easy  would  it  be  for  any  of  the  nu- 
merous persons  to  whom  gen.  Jackson 
lias  delivered  copies,  or  rather  parts  of 
the  correspondence,  to  print  them.  The 
moment  they  passed  out  of  his  hands 
they  ceased  to  be  under  his  control. 

After  all,  it  is  possible,  that  the  sus- 
picions above  expressed  arc  unjust,  as 
it  respects  one  individval;  althougfi  there 
is  not  room  to  doubt,  that  the  anonymous 
letter  was  written  to  serve  the  views  of 
Mr.  Clinton,  and  that  tliose  views  have 
been  effected,  at  least  so  far  as  they  res- 
pect gen.  Jackson.  Sliould  gen.  Scott 
ever  discover  or  fiixl  cause  to  believe, 
that  Mr.  Clinton  neiihcrwrote  nordicta- 
ted  the  anonymous  letter,  there  is  no 
apology  which  one  gentleman  may  pre- 
scribe to  another;  that  shall  not  be 
promptly  and  cheerfully  rendered. 

And  here,  gen.  Scott  must,  in  candour, 
state  that  some  time  during  the  summer 
or  fall  of  1818,  when  a threat  of  general 
Jackson’s  (that  he  meant  to  visit  N.  York 
for  the  purpose  of  “ calling  out”  gen. 
Scott — published  in  a Georgia  paper,  on 
information  derived,  as  was  said,  from  an 
officer  direct  from  Florida)  was  mention- 
ed in  the  hearing  of  Mr.  Clinton,  the 
latter  replied — “ General  Jackson  would 
have  enough  to  do, if  he  undertook  to  fight 
every  body  who  thinks  with  gen.  Scott, 
on  the  subject  of  the  famous  order” — 
intimating  thereby,  that  hc(Mr.  Clinton) 
was  still  one  of  those  persons.  General 
Scott’s  informant,  who  had  previously 
heard  of  the  suspicion  entertained  in  res- 
pect to  the  anonymous  letter,  was  cer- 
tainly impressed,  in  that  incidental  con- 
versation, uith  the  idea,  that  Mr.  Clin- 
ton had  no  agency  in  dictating  the  letter. 
Gen.  Scott  would  be  very  well  content 
to  yield  himself  to  the  same  belief. 

We  stop  the  press  to  give  the  follow- 
ing Extract  of  a letter,  dated 

JVurfolk,  H/tril  8,  1819. 

“ The  fire  which  commenced  last 
evening  between  9 and  10  o’clock,  in 
Main  Street,  back  of  the  Hotel  former- 
ly occupied  by  Rook,  consumed  the 
whole  range  as  far  as  Talbot’s  Lane, 
and  continued  thence,  consurning  every 
house  on  the  Creek,  where  the  progress 
of  the  fire  wasnot  stopp'fd.  The  whole 
number  of  liouscs  burnt  is  60.” 

FIRE  AT  NORFOLK. 

A fire  took  place  at  Norfolk,  on 
Wednesday  evening  last,  and  is  said  to 
have  destroyed  130  buildings. — Gaz.

As  the  National  Intelligencer  cannot 
be  got  out  in  time  for  the  mail  this  morn- 
ing, it  is  thought  proper  to  state  the 
cause.  After  having  bern  exein|)t  from 
FIRES  for  many  years,  in  an  extraordi- 
nary degree,  wc  have  within  three  davs 
been  in  that  respect  extraordinarily  af- 
flicted. On  Wednesday  and  yesterday 
wc  had  Fires  which  burnt  down  sever- 
al houses  each  Yesterday  was  a con- 
tinual succession  of  alarms.  A num- 
ber of  houses,  in  two  diflerent  parts  of 
the  city,  remote  from  each  other,  were 
burnt  down  in  quick  succession,  and 
owing  to  the  high  wind,  (which,  however, 
fortunately  lulled  towards  evening,)  ma- 
ny others  endangered. 

The  hands  attached  to  our  Establish- 
ment were  thus  engaged  the  whole  day 
ye.sterday  from  10  o’clock  until  evening, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  prepare  the 
piper  for  the  press.  To-day’s  paper 
will  be.  published  in  the  course  of  the 
afternoon.

SOTITII  AMERICA. 

News  from  the  patriot  army,  of  date  the  7th 
of  February,  gives  to  Gen.  Paez  a sign.al  vic- 
tory over  the  Royal  forces  under  Morillo. 
The  event  occurred  in  the  neiglibourliood  of 
the  Aranca,  which  disembouges  its  wates  in- 
to the  Orinoco.  Morillo  lost  603  men — Paez 
only  64.  The  position  of  the  ro\  ;d  forces  can- 
not be  maintained  ; and  it  is  Gen.  P>oliv.ar’.s  in- 
struciions  to  Gen.  Paez  not  totcome  to  a gen- 
eral action  until  re-inforced  : but,  till  that  e- 
vent,  to  take  advantage  of  circumstances. 
The  Royalists  lost,  also,  500  men  in  crossing 
the  Aranc.s. 

Four  tranport  ships,  belonging  to  Col.  Eng- 
lish’s expedition,  touched  at  'I'rinidad,  and 
sailed  for  .Margaritta  about  the  middle  of 
February,  with  7 or  800  men.  It  is  supposed 
they  will  be  ordered  to  occupy  Barcelona,  or 
some  other  point  on  the  coast,  and  operate 
against  the  most  vulnerable  parts  of  the  en- 
emy’s territory. 

On  the  15th  of  February  the  Coxcress  of 
Venezuela  M’as  installed  in  the  palace  of  gov- 
ernment.  After  the  salutes  and  ceremonies 
were  over,  tliey  entered  the  Hall,  and  the  su 
preme  Chief,  Bolivar,  addressed  tlie  assembly 
on  the  subject  of  government.  Reference 
was  had  to  the  political  institutions  of  the  V. 
States  ; and  their  duration  regarded  as  singu 
arly  fortunate — the  orator  ascribing  this  cir- 
cumstance to  the  citizens  being  bom  and  ed- 
ucated in  a free  state.  But  that  in  Venezu- 
ela the  citizens  furnished  a compound  of  A- 
mcrican,  Spanisli  and  .\frican  blood.  He  sub- 
mitted his  plan  of  government ; one  fe.itiire 
of  which  is  a permanent  senate.  No  doubt 
this  was  intended  to  provide  for  rewardiii! 
the  military  officers  by  giving  them  a place. 
We  hope  his  scheme  will  not  succeed.  It  is 
but  just  to  state,  that  before  Gen.  Bolivar  re 
tired,  he  renounced  forever  any  civil  trust, 
and  declared,  that  when  peace  should  be  es- 
tablished, he  would  become  a private  citizen. 

Wc  will  next  week  give  the  |uirticulars  of 
the  installation,  as  contained  in  a letter  to  the 
editor  of  the  “ -\merican  Farmer.”

yVi  this  day  conclude  the  correspondence 
between  Gen.  Jackson  and  Gen.  .Scott.  That 
it  will  be  read  with  avidity,  we  have  no  dou'jt; 
if  for  no  other  reason,  than  the  high  sources 

from  which  the  letters  flow.  Indeed  this  is  all 
the  merit  they  possess. 

Wc  are  proud  to  have  observed  that  during 
the  whole  course  of  this  g reat  chrf,roiivre  of 
military  dignity,  the  War  Department  has 
kept  aloot,  and  not  suffered  itself  to  become  a 
partlzan.  If  oiir  memory  serve  ns  properly, 
Mr.  Secretary  Calhoun,  shortly  after  he  came 
into  office,  issued  an  order  in  direct  hostility 
to  that  issued  by  Gen.  Jackson  in  the  Spring 
ofl817.  Perhaps  >Ir.  Calhoun  intimated  that 
where  it  w.as  entirely  convenient  orders  woul 
be  issued  through  the  co.mmanding  generals. 
But  where  the  interest  of  tlie  nation  requir- 
ed another  course,  he  would  exercise  his 
right. 

M'e  are  Inclined  to  think  Mr.  C.ilhonn  would 
be  the  last  officer  in  the  nation  to  see  his  rights 
ti-amplcd  upon,  without  resenting;,  the  inju- 
ry in  the  most  firm  and  decided  manner.  W'e 
confes  we  hold  him  in  very  high  respect,  and 
errors  may  have  escaped  us  on  that  account. 
But,  as  yet,  wc  have  nought  to  say  against 
his  administration  of  the  w ar  department.  He 
very  properly  refused  having  any  thing  to  do 
with  the  sanctioning  of  ilie  publication  of  the 
corrc.spondencc.  Jackson  at  the  city  of  New- 
York  had  issued  his  manuscripts.  Of  course 
-Mr.  Calhoun  knew  notliing  of  it  : .\nd  we 
think  Gen.  Scott  .acted  very  improperly  in 
endeavouring  to  force  from  tlie  Secretary  a 
sanction  for  his  publication. 

Mr.  De  Witt  Clinton  dcnic.s,  as  w ill  be  seen 
by  bis  letter,  having  any  agency  in  tlie  anony- 
inons  letter  whatever.  It  will  now  devolve 
on  Gen.  Scott  to  display  evidences  to  justify 
llic  charge — or  his  honour  sinks.

Gentlemen — The  name  of  the  man  who 
burnt  the  Temple  of  Diana  at  Ephesus,  is 
forgotten,  although  his  fame  will  be  immor- 
tal. He  applied  the  torch,  successfully,  to  ob- 
tain renown.  Yon  will  have  acquired  the 
same  “ bad  eminence but,  fortunately  for 
our  country,  williout  attaining  your  object. — 
For,  had  your  measure  to  tax  the  branches  of 
the  U.  States  bank  have  been  successful,  you 
must  have  eventually  destroyed  the  union  of 
these  states.  I neither  envy  him,  nor  you, 
the  post  of  distinction. 

But  I shall  enquire  of  my  countrymen,  here- 
after, whether  the  incentliary  w ho  destroyed  a 
Pagan  Temple,  could  injure  the  world  .so  much, 
as  the  measures  of  statesmen — wluck  were 
calculated  to  sap  the  foumlations  <<f  our  go- 
vernment— “ the  world’s  Last  hope” — and  un- 
der which,  alone,  man  can  obtain  happiness, 
by  having  secured  to  him  tlic  rewards  of  his 
labor  and  industry  ? 

Vour  attempt  to  tax  the  bank  of  tlie  United 
States,  was  the  coinmcncemenl  of  a system, 
which  was  calculated  to  produce  that  result. 
The  .avowed  object  of  that  measure,  as  stated 
by  yourselves,  was  to  .an'ay  the  power  of  our 
slate  against  the  constituted  authorities  of  the 
United  States  ; and  thus  to  make  our  federa- 
tive government,  like  the  one  which  preced- 
ed it,  a mere  rope  of  sand  ; binding  on  the 
states  which  would  honestly  conform  lb  its  Ai- 
pulations,  and  a nullity  as  to  those,  wliidi 
would  faithlessly  determine  to  disi-egard  its  ob- 
ligations. Ill  fact,  you  maintained  those  prin- 
ciples, which,  during  tlie  late  war,  were  the 
favorite  principles  of  the  men  wlio  projected 
the  Harlforil  Convention  ! ! ! You  contended 
for  the  power  of  this  state  to  control  the  fiscal; 
operations  of  the  Union;  the  Hartford  Con- 
ventionists,  to  control  its  sword.  Without 
pos.session  of  the  purse,  I am  at  a loss  to  know, 
how  the  swortl  can  be.  purcliased,  or  the  sol- 
diet"  fed,  orclotlied  l And  w itliout  possessing 
control  over  both,  it  will  require  w isor  men 
than  you,  to  tell  me,  how  congress  can  defend 
these  states  in  a time  of  a war  ? 

M hat  benefits  can  be  derived  from  our  state 
laws,  or  how  can  the  peace  of  society  be  pre- 
served, if  one  man,  one  town,  or  one  county,! 
can  set  law  at  defiance  I What  can  prevent 
tliis  Union  from  civil  war,  if  one  state  can  pre-j 
vent  the  operation  of  an  act  of  congress  I 

Von  are  placed,  gentlemen,  in  an  awful  di- 
lemma ; and,  until  you  can  satisfact-irily  an- 
swer the.se  questions,  every  patriot  must  cen- 
sure you.  I pity  your  situation;  and  1 have 
to  regret,  that  talents,  w hich  might  be  useful! 
to  our  country,  have  been  so  miserably  em- 
ployed. 

Had  you  contended  that  your  measure  was 
a scheme  of  revemic,  either  demanded  by  llic 
w ants  of  o;ir  trc.asury,  or  for  any  internal  im- 
provement, to  which  you  were  partial,  there 
would  h.ave  hccii  some  little  apology  for  your] 
conduct;  bill  you  have  no  such  excusi; ; for! 
the  state  treasury  was  ovcr-flowiiig ; .and  I de- 
ny your  right,  even  as  legislators,  to  levy  a 
tax,  when  the  public  wants  d.a  not  require  it. 

Unfortunately,  however,  for  you — your  ol)-( 
jerts  were  of  another  character  i for  y ou  over,  1 
ai'd  over  again  avowed,  that  they  were,  to' 
drive  the  national  bank  out  of  our  state  !! ! 

.\nd  here,  I must  stale  some  other  facts. 

You,  Mr.  M'Kcc,  ronleii<led  in  congress, 
that  a proposal  to  amend  the  constitution,  to 
antliorizc  that  l)ody  to  charter  a bank,  was  un- 
necessary, hecanse  it  already  possessed  the 
power;  and  both  you  and  .Mr.  Sharpe  voted 
for  the  present  bank,  and  admitted  in  our  Ic-^ 
gislatiirc,  tiuit  the  act  chartering  it,  was  con-' 
stiliitional ! ! ! | 

.\nd  yet,  after  having,  as  members  of  the 
Kentucky  legislature,  solemnly  s-aornto  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  you  con-' 
teiiiK-d  for  the  inconsistent,  inoiistroiis,  and' 
destructive  doctrine,  that  our  stale  legislature' 
had  a right  to  defeat  ^nd  prevent  the  exercise 
of  its  provisions  ; — as  if  congress,  composed  of! 
the  repre-sentativesef  tw  enty  states,  c,an  liavc 
a right  to  pass  a law  ; and  one  state,  for  exam-i 
pic,  the  petty  .state  of  Rhode  Island,  can  pos-i 
sess  a right  to  prevent  its  oiieixilion.  Ridicule  | 
is  beneath  the  dignity  of  my  siihject ; or  I 
w oiild  at  this  time,  freely  indulge  in  it,  to  i onr 
mortification. 

You  were  legislatoi-s ; one  of  you  hi  now  a 
judge,  and  the  other  a lawyer;  both  of  you, 
of  course,  have  pretentions  to  superior  attain- 
ments as  mor.alists,  logicians,  and  statesmen. 

I ask  you  from  wii.it  school  do  you  derive  your 
creed  ' .Mine  has  taught  me,  that  no  oppo- 
site  rights  cun  erist ; tint  every  constitutional 
act  ol  congress  is  hlndiiig  on  all  the  states ; 
and  that  the  constitutional  acts  of  every  state, 
are  binding  on  congress,  just  as  the  c'onstitii- 
tioiiid  acts  of  either  of  those  powers,  .are  bind- 
ing on  the  citizen.  Before  the  tribunal  of  the 
I’copic,  1 deniand  of  you  to  sliew,  hew-  you 
can  support  any  other  code  of  moral,  civil,  or 
political  philosophy  ? 

Of  yon,  .Mr.  .M'Kee,  and  of  every  man,  who 
in  former  times  complained  of  Lexington  dic- 
Uition,  because  oiir  citizens,  us  was  their  right 
and  duty  to  do,  inteifercd  with  public  afiairs, 
more  than  comported  wiih  the  vieocs  of  some  poli. 
ticians  ; and  of  every  statesman,  wiio  accused 
the  ilemocrats  of  Kentucky  with  loo  much  vi- 
olence  of  conduct ; I :isk  a decided  answer  to 
this  question.  When  did  the  people  of  Lex- 
iiigti  ii  contei'd  for  the  right  of  one  state  to 
pass  laws  in  opposition  to  a law  of  the  Union  ?

concealed  this  imputation  from  me,  until  the 
publication  of  a pampiilet  which  reached  me 
on  the  4th  instant,  I have  considcreel  it  pro- 
|)er  to  declare  that  I have  had  no  agency  or 
participation  in  writing,  dictating,  or. instiga- 
ting any  anonymous  letter  whatever  to  Gene- 
ra) Jackson — that  I am  entirely  ignorant  of  the 
author — and  tliat  the  intiiniition  of  Gen.  Scott 
is  totally  and  uiiquallifiedly  false,  to  all  intents, 
and  in  all  respects.  This  declaration  is  made 
from  motives  of  respect  for  public  opinion 
and  not  for  any  regard  for  Geiural  Scott, 
w liOsc  conduct,  on  tliis  occasion,  is  such  a to- 
tal departure  from  honor  and  propriety,  as  to 
render  him  uiiivortliy  of  the  notice  of  a man 
who  has  any  respect  for  himself. 

It  is  not  ])robabIe  that  I can  at  this  time 
hai  e any  recollection  of  having  had  the  honor 
of  seeing  General  Scott,  on  the  9th  of  .lunc, 
1817,  at  a dinner  in  New  York,  or  of  the  to- 
Ijics  of  conversation  as  he  suggests ; circum- 
stances so  unimportant  are  not  apt  to  be  im- 
pressed on  the  memory.  But  I feel  a confi- 
dent persuasion,  that  1 did  not  make  use  of 
any  expressions  incompatible  with  the  high 
rgspecl  which  1 entertain  forGeneral  Jackson.
